Miss Wolf was 84 years of ate and was 
taken to the hospital from 3435 Olive street 
on Wednesday. ‘She was suffering from 
a female complaint which, it is 
supposed by the physicians, caused 
temporary insanity. She was not 
violent at all abd was permitted to walk 
about the ward. At u o'clock she went into 
the la vatory on the third floor and threw 
herself headlong from the window. 

DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS. 

The rst intimation the attendants had of 
her inteation was when they saw her body 
falling from the wisdow. They immediately 
ranto her assistance, but life was extinct 
before. they reached her. Her skull was 
mashed in and her Drains were protruding. 
It was clearly a& case of suicide, 
say the attendants, as she could 
not possibly have failen from the window. 
The case was reported to the Coroner. 

WAS A DOMESTIC. 

The women was employed as af servant at 
theiresidence on Olive street,from whieh she 
was sent to the hospital for treatment.

corpse just by the ajde of the dead body of 
her infant chilé. Crowds of colored people 
throng the front door and the sidewalk out- 
side and sympathise with the heart-Droken 
grandmother in her sad affliction as 
they listen to her denouncing the Police De- 
part ment in general and Officer Dick O’Con- 
nell in particular, for causing her daughter's 
death. 

The grandmother its Mrs. Sarah Garesche, 
who lived there with her daughter, Mary 
Prince, Mrs. Garesche worked out every day 
at the residence of a Mrs. Tebbits on Wash - 
iagton avenue. Mary. 16 years old. 
remained at home and did the house 
work. She incidentally received visits 
from one Henry, Stephenson, colored, who is 
said to Work out at Ferguson and on Sept. 
29 nada ecnild by him. It was a girl and was 
ch Celeste. Bothechild and mother 
got along nicely antil Tuesday morning last. 
Mrs. Gafesche, who got her name from her 
mother, who was a slave in the Garesche 
family, tells the rest of the story thus:
